G. S. R. 574—In exercise of the powers conferred by sub-section (3) of section 9 of the 
Salaries and Allowances of Members of Parliament Act, 1954, (30 of 1954), the Joint Committee 
constituted under sub-section (1) of that section, after consultation with the Central Government, 
hereby makes the following rules further to amend the Members of Parliament (Travelling and 
Dally Allowances) Rules, 19J7, the same having been approved and confirmed by the Chairman 
of the Coundl of States and the Speaker of the House of the People, as required by sub-section 
(4) of the said section, namely 

1 (1) These rules may be called the Members of Parliament (Travelling and Dally Allow¬ 
ances) Amendment Rules, 1971. 

(a) Rules 4 and 5 shall be deemed to have come into force oil ths irst day of August, 1969 
and the other provisions of these rules shall come into force at once. 
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2 . In the Members of Parliament (Travelling and Daily Allowances) Rules, 1957 (herein¬ 
after referred to as the said rules), rule 7 shall be omi.ted. 

3. In rule 16 of the said rules, (i) in sub-rule (i)for the words "Identity Card-cum-Ra lway 
?ess” wherever they occur, the words “Identity Card-eum-Raii vay Pass or Spouse’s Railway 
Pom" shall be substituted; 

(ii) In sub-rule,(a) , for the words “where a Member 1 ravels by rail without his Identity 
Card-cum-Railway Pass”, the words “Where a Member/spouse travels by t rail without his 
Identity Cird-cum-Riilway Pass/spouse’s Railway Pass” Bhall be substituted. 

4. After rule 17 of the said rules, the following rule shall be Inserted, namely :— 

“17A. Whenever the spouse of a Member undertakes a journey by using the railway pass 
provided under Section 6A, a railway journey form as set out in Form B-I shall be 
filled in by the Member before the commencement of the journey. The form so 
filled shall be handed over to the railway ticket collecting staff on the termination of 
the j open ay at the detraining station. For t'tis purpose, a b 1 >klet containing machine- 
numbered copies of forms B-I to be used by the spouse of the Member, Bhall be supplied 
to a Member, on request.”
